SAVANNAH, Ga, Aug 13—The 
death tell from Sunday’» hurri­ 
cane, the worst to »trike the 
South Carolina, and Georgia 
roasts in almost 50 years, was 
placed at more than 40 today as 
reports began reaching relief 
agencies from isolated districts. 
Dead Mostly Negroes 
Most of the dead were negroes. 
The Red Crass reported it had been 
informed 25 negroes were killed on 
the island of St. Helena, off Beau­ 
fort. S. C. Eight negroes died on 
Ladies Island, near Beaufort and six 
persons were reported to have per­ 
ished when their automobile was 
swept from the highway at Fblly’s 
Beach, near Charleston, S. C. There 
were two fatalities in Savannah, 
one a negress killed by falling glass 
and another a man who succumbed 
to a heart attack at the height of 
the storm. 
Many small boats foundered in 
the gale, during which winds ranged 
from 60 to 80 miles an hour in ve­ 
locity, and it was feared the final 
checkup 
would

drownings. 
Meanwhile, state, federal and pri­ 
vate relief agencies were confronted 
with a gigantic task of rehabilita­ 
tion, and the caring of hundreds of 
persons made temporarily home­ 
less.

It is estimated that this year 
about eight thousand persons will 
lose their lives in Canada and the 
United States through drowning, 
most of them as the result of R im ­ 
ming or boating accidents, Probf b¿y 
a large number of these would be 
saved if companions or would-be- 
rescuers knew the proper life avin^ 
methods. 
f 
The first and most important lne- 
saving measure is to begin your 
children's instruction in swimming 
and life-saving at the earliest p a ­ 
sible age. The earlier they learn the 
better. 
But, even experienced swimmers 
are sometimes drowned, when they 
take foolish chances. You can be a 
life-saver by discouraging children 
or adult companions from diving in 
water they don't know well, or stay­ 
ing in cold water too long, or swim­ 
ming to exhaustion. Don’t chide 
anyone who doesn't swim well into 
emulating the feats of an expert. 
Pulling a drowming person from 
the water is alw;ays a hazardous job. 
one which requires considerable skill 
if the 
'ould-be rescuer isn’t to be 
pulled under by the desperate, hys­ 
terical victim. Consequently I advise 
parents to have their children given 
some course in life saving. Take the 
course at the same time yourself, if 
it will help induce the children to 
take it.

administered. Here again a l|fe sav- j 
ing course is of great advantage in 
administering the treatment. But 
if a few simple rules are followed, 
even an amateur can do pretty well, 
and he can often save a life. 
The mechanics of it are easy. First 
hold the victim upside down for a 
few moments, to drain water from 
the respiratory passages. Then lay 
the body face down, rest your knees 
astride the hips, and place your 
hands at the base of the chest where 
the short ribs are. The principle 
then applied is for the operator to 
lean hic weight forward on his 
hands, 
compressing 
the patient's 
thorax, holding it compressed for 
a 
moment, 
then 
releasing. 
The 
whole movement is done deliberately 
and slowly, with about six or seven 
seconds elapsing between the begin­ 
ning of one movement to the begin­ 
ning of the next. 
This establishes artificial breath­ 
ing in the lungs of the patient. It 
sounds very simple, and actually it 
is easy. The important thing is to 
keep at it. A good many people die 
1 every summer because the rescuers 
don’t keep up the artificial respira­ 
tion long enough. Inexperienced op- 
I erators lose hope and quit after per­ 
haps an hour of hard w’ork. The 
fact Is that often after as much as 
four hours of artificial respiration a 
patient will suddenly revive. During 
this time, the work musn't be stop­ 
ped even for a minute. Operators 
should work on the victim in relays. 
While this operation is going on, 
it is wise of course, to send for a 
doctor, since the patient may be 
suffering from shock as w?ell ae as­ 
phyxia and more expert attention 
will be needed.

CONTINUE BOMBING

Portsidouth, British naval

and headquarters of the home fleet, 
felt the fury of German aerial bom­ 
bardment today as Nazi planes un­ 
leashed a new major assault against 
England. 
An unofficial German announce 
ment said a major attack on 
the 
Portsmouth airfield! began early to­ 
day, following up the raids which 
brought damage and destruction to 
the strategic English port yesterday.

were announced by Secretary of the 
Interior Ickes on Monday. 
The regulations provide for longer 
seasons, daily shooting to begin at 
sunrise, and a longer post season 
possession of birds. 
They aLo provide for shorter sea­ 
sons on woodcock and reduce the 
bag limits on geese, mourning doves 
and white winged doves. Ickes said 
increase in the duck population for 
five consecutive years made it possi­ 
ble to liberalize duck hunting rules 
this year. 
Increase Time Limit 
The new regulations provide a 
season of 60 consecutive days, in­ 
stead of 46, in each of three zones 
for hunting ducks, geese, coots and 
jacksnipe. In the northern zone the 
season will be Oct. 1 to Nov. 29; Oct. 
16 to Dec. 14 in the intermediate 
zone and Nov. 2 to Dec. 31 in the 
southern zone.

Maine, New Hampshire, Michigan. 
Wisconsin. Minnesota. North and 
South Dakota, Wyoming and Mon­ 
tana.
